On  April  15,  1949,  the  first  Paciiica  radio  station,  KPFA,  in  Berkeley, 
went  on  the  air.  It  was  the  brainchild  of  Lewis  Hill  and  a  small  group  of 
pacifists. 

Here  are  some  selections  from  the  prospectus,  which  served  as  the  founda- 
tion of  the  station's  early  policies,  and  quotes  from  some  of  the  early  lead- 
ers of  Pacifica. 

On  the  cover  are  the  selections  of  the  Articles  Of  Incorporation,  which  de- 
fine the  Pacifica  mission.

On  March  8,  1984,  I  completed 
six  years  of  service  as  KPFK's 
General  Manager,  and  nearly 
ten  years  as  a  KPFK  staff  mem- 
ber. 

When  I  accepted  the  Mana- 
ger's job,  I  anticipated  three 
years  of  service.  I  set  a  number 
of  goals  for  myself  and  the  sta- 
tion. The  first  goal  was  to 
move  KPFK  closer  to  its  stated 
ideals  in  programming,  employ- 
ment and  volunteer  involve- 
ment. The  focus  of  change  was 
to  build  a  multi-cultural  and 
multi-racial  organization  and 
program  schedule.  The  second 
was  to  establish  norms  and  pro- 
cedures which  would  lead  to 
better  planning,  budgeting,  and 
administration.  The  third  was 
to  improve  the  financial  stabil- 
ity of  the  station.  The  fourth 
was  to  rebuild  a  strong  and  re- 
presentative Station  Board. 
The  fifth  was  to  complete  the 
Transmitter  project.  The  sixth 
was  to  make  Pacifica  a  factor 
of  substantial  importance  in  the 
policy  discussions  affecting 
funding  and  organizational  pat- 
terns for  public  broadcasting. 

During  the  past  three  years  the 
station  has  struggled  with  the 
contradictions  between  the 
necessary  upheaval  of  change 
and  the  requirement  of  sta- 
bility for  good  administration. 
In  spite  of  this,  we  emerge  in 
our  25th  year  with  some  de- 
gree of  financial  stability  (soon 
to  be  aided  by  Sub-carrier  lease 
income),  a  vigorous  and  repre- 
sentative Station  Board,  increas- 
ingly multi-racial,  multi-cultural 
programming  and  staff,  a  newly 
negotiated  labor-management 
agreement  and  reorganization 
of  staff  which  includes  a  much 
needed  salary  increase,  a  com- 
pleted Transmitter  running  at 
full  power,  and  most  of  the  way 
through     the     installation     of    a 


new  subscription  system  that 
should  reduce  or  eliminate 
many  of  the  problems  plaguing 
us  in  this  area. 

KPFK  stands  upon  a  plateau, 
ready  for  the  influx  of  energy 
that  will  come  with  the  hiring 
of  a  new  Program  Director, 
News  Director,  Public  Affairs 
Director,  and  Music  Director. 

I  believe  that  it  is  an  excel- 
lent time  for  the  transition  to 
be  made  to  a  new  General 
Manager.  As  many  close  to  me 
know,  I  have  been  planning  my 
departure  for  more  than  a  year. 
I  felt  strongly  that  such  should 
not  be  the  result  of  a  break- 
down in  the  processes  which 
have  been  developed  over  the 
past  decade  inside  of  Pacifica. 
Such  processes  were  designed 
to  provide  for  orderly  and  fair 
evaluation.  I  have  been  deeply 
involved  in  their  development 
and  committed  to  their  impli- 
mentation.  I  believe  that  the 
actions  of  the  Pacifica  National 
Board  in  January  (reported  here 
last  month),  the  KPFK  Station 
Board,  the  KPFK  Worker's 
Union  and  station  volunteers 
has  guaranteed  those  proce- 
dures in  spite  of  all  challenges 
to  them. 

As  a  result  of  this  clear  com- 
mitment to  our  processes,  I  can 
depart  with  the  confidence  that 
there  will   be   stability  and  con- 
tinuity. 

Although  a  part  of  me  is  ex- 
cited by  the  prospects  of  con- 
tinuing this  six  year  adventure, 
the  greater  part  of  me  is  com- 
mitted to  moving  on  to  new 
challenges  in  new  arenas.  Thus, 
in  early  March,  1  informed  the 
Station  Board  and  the  Execu- 
tive Director  that  I  did  not  wish 
to  continue  past  the  time  neces- 
sary to  find  a  new  General  Man- 
ager.       The    search     for    a    new 


Manager  has  begun.  The  hir- 
ing is  done  by  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  National 
Board,  based  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Station  Board 
and  staff.  I  anticipate  that  it 
will  take  until  May  or  June  to 
complete  the  transition  , 

In  the  meanwhile  the  station 
staff  and  programmers  will  pro- 
ceed with  the  hiring  process  for 
programming  staff.  We  are  in- 
cluding in  this  process  a  station- 
wide  discussion  of  program 
goals  and  policy  which  will 
help  guide  in  the  selection  of 
new  staff,  and  provide  the  basis 
for  evaluation  of  their  per- 
form ance. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  thank  all  of 
those  associated  with  Pacifica, 
staff,  volunteers,  board,  listen- 
ers and  subscribers,  past  and 
present  for  providing  challenge 
and  stimulation  over  this  past 
ten  years.  Everyone,  no  matter 
of  what  persuasion  or  conduct, 
contributed  to  my  own  growth 
and  education,  as  a  manager,  as 
a  person.  It  has  been  a  fantas- 
tic experience  which  I  contin- 
ue to  use  each  day  in  my  own 
growth.  I  intend  to  remain  ac- 
tive in  and  around  Pacifica  in 
the  years  to  come.  The  health 
and  strength  of  this  institution, 
and  its  independence  from 
government,  business,  and  all 
sectarian  controls  are  critical 
to  its  ability  to  fulfill  its  stated 
goals. 

I  agree  with  those  that  con- 
tend that  KPFK  is  capable  of 
so  much  more  than  it  has  yet 
achieved,  If  we  are  honest 
about  the  difficulty  of  getting 
there  and  give  ourselves  courage 
for  our  survival,  we  will  come 
closer  to  that  achievement.

To  com- 
memorate the  event,  the  Public  Af- 
fairs Department  is  reaching  back 
into  the  archives  to  present  pro- 
gramming not  only  of  historic  events 
but  programs  that  made  a  little  his- 
tory themselves.  The  past  35  years 
have  been  filled  with  events  such  as 
the  McCarthy  Era,  the  Cuban  Missile 
Crisis,  the  Vietnam  War,  Kent  State, 
Cambodia,  and  Watergate.  The 
past  35  years  have  also  seen  the 
growth  of  the  Civil  Rights  Move- 
ment, the  Environmental  Movement, 
the  Women's  Movement,  the  Anti- 
Nuclear  Weapons  Movement  and  the 
Consumer  Movement,  to  name  a  few. 
And,  yes,  we  can  not  forget  the  raid 
on  the  KPFK  studios  by  the  police, 
who  were  in  search  of  the  famed 
SLA  tape.  Not  only  will  we  reach 
back  into  the  past,  but  we  will  also 
check-in  to  see  what's  happened  to 
those  issues  which  are  still  alive  and 
well  in  this  year  of  1984.  So,  sit 
back,  to  listen,  learn  and  ponder 
both  the  past  and  future.
